FIRE DAMAGES 
COFFEE PLANT 


A MAJOR blaze at the former Kraft 
factory in Banbury was tackled by 
dozens of Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue firefighters late on Satur¬ 
day night. 

Crews from Banbury and Bicester 
Fire Stations were joined by fire en¬ 
gines from Warwickshire and North¬ 
amptonshire on the scene shortly be¬ 
fore midnight. 

When firefighters arrived at the coffee 
factory, now operated by Jacobs Douwe 
Egberts, they found an external roof 
platform was on fire. 

The building was evacuated and the 
blaze brought under control, with work 
on the site slowly getting back into gear 
over the course of Sunday. 

Incident commander station manager 
Simon Sumners said: “Crews quickly 
got firefighting jets on to the fire. 

“Working closely with the site engi¬ 
neers, the fire damage to the building 
was limited.” 

No one was hurt in the incident.

A spokesman for Jacobs Douwe Eg¬ 
berts said: “ JDE would like to thank the 
local fire service for their fast actions 
and for how they worked closely with 
our incident team to minimise the fire 
and disruption to the site. We are now 
working closely with them to under¬ 
stand the cause.” 

Mark Cherry, who represents the 
nearby Banbury Ruscote ward on Ox¬ 
fordshire County Council, said he had 
been called by the fire service the next 
day. 

He said: “I extend my praise to Ox¬ 
fordshire firefighters whose valiant 
efforts in tackling the factory fire on 
Saturday night saved lives while risk¬ 
ing their own. 

“Quite a few people in my ward work 
at that factory; it’s still a big employer 
and it would be a loss if it ever closed.” 

It is the second time in nine months 


that the factory in Ruscote Avenue has 
gone up in flames following a blaze in 
one of the coffee dryers in the complex. 

Mr Cherry added: “The fire service 
will need to liaise with Douwe Egberts 
to see if any safety measures can be in¬ 
troduced. 

“It’s concerning. In my view there 
needs to be major investment in the fac¬ 
tory because some of it dates back from 
the 1950s and 60s.”

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Children’s charity makes 
a big play to boost funds

A CHARITY brightening the 
lives of young people with 
disabilities in Banbury has 
launched its first ever donations 
appeal ahead of a big move. 

The Let’s Play Project currently 
supports about 100 disabled chil¬ 
dren and teens from its base in 
Southam Road through play and lei¬ 
sure sessions. 

It has recently acquired new 
premises in Twyford, just outside 
Adderbury, but is calling on the 
community to help turn the build¬ 
ing into a home. 

Staff hope to raise £70,000 to reno¬ 
vate the new premises before mov¬ 
ing in in September as well as vital 
construction components and furni¬ 
ture for the new space. 

Charity manager Deborah Kerri- 
son said: “Let’s Play is at the heart 
of the community. We have been 
supporting families in the area who 
have a disabled child since 2001. 

“However, we want and need to do 
more. We know that there are more 
children who could benefit from our 
services so we are moving to new, 
bigger premises.” 

Let’s Play aims to give youngsters 
with disabilities the chance to make 
new friends, develop social skills 
and try the same activities as their 


non-disabled peers. It also offers 
respite for their families and car¬ 
ers. As part of the move, the ser¬ 
vice could be extended to families 
of younger pre-school children and 
those aged over 18. 

Ms Kerrison added: “Creating a 
safe, inspiring, fun and nurturing 
environment that can be enjoyed by 
all is crucial. 


“But we need help to do this and 
we are really hoping the local com¬ 
munity will support the appeal and 
help us realise our dreams.” 

An online crowdfunding page has 
been set up as part of charity’s ‘Big 
Build’ appeal. People able to volun¬ 
teer their time and skills to help 
out with painting, sanding and con¬ 
structing parts of the new building 


are also being sought. Let’s Play is 
also in need of items such as a cook¬ 
er, carpet tiles, storage containers, 
kitchen flooring, fencing, desks, fil¬ 
ing cabinets, an outdoor shed and 
paint.

Police officers ask 
for food vouchers 

THE chairman of Thames Valley 
Police Federation said he was 
pleased that the Home Secretary 
recognised the ‘unnecessary and 
lengthy delays in investigation on 
police officers’. 

Speaking at the end of the Police 
Federation of England and Wales 
annual conference, Craig O’Leary 
said he was delighted Amber Rudd 
accepted ‘the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission needed to 
be quicker in their investigations 
into our officers’. 

But, the federation chairman for 
the region, the body which 
represents rank and file officers, 
said he was less than impressed 
that the Home Secretary gave no 
undertaking in her speech to 
improve police officer pay. 

He added some officers had been 
coming to federations around the 
country asking for food vouchers. 

Mr O’Leary said: “This is a crazy 
situation, we’re asking people to go 
and do an extraordinary job on a 
daily basis and yet they can’t afford 
to put food on the table.” 

The federation said officers would 
be subject to a ‘real term cut’ in 
their salary for the next three or 
four years.

Heritage area protection pledge 


HERITAGE areas in Banbury will be 
protected as the Castle Quay extension 
project gets underway, planning bosses 
have said. 

On May 18 Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee granted permission 
for reserved matters across the CQ2 
development. The £32m project - which 
includes a cinema, a supermarket, a hotel, 
six restaurants, parking and cycle facilities 
and bridges - could begin later in 2017. 

Councillor Colin Clarke, Cherwell's lead 
memberfor planning, said the project was 
a 'fantastic opportunity' to reinvigorate 


the town centre. He added: "For many 
years the people of Banbury have been 
calling for a supermarket and multi-screen 
cinema in the town centre, and we are 
pleased to support proposals which bring 
these facilities to the heart of the 
community. 

"The restaurants and hotel brought by 
the development will also enhance the 
town's night life and economy." 

He added: "We are mindful of the fact 
that the site falls within a heavily used 
conservation area, so it is pleasing to see 
that this proposal will enhance the 


connectivity of the town centre while 
showing sensitivity to heritage features 
such as Tooleys Boatyard." 

The permission relates to land on either 
side of the Oxford Canal, including the site 
of the former Spiceball Leisure Centre and 
land north of the canal opposite Castle 
Quay. In addition to the development's 
key features, the decision provides for 
landscaping, alterations to the rear of the 
Castle Quay Shopping Centre, the 
demolition of the northern Castle Quay 
car park, and new motor access off 
Cherwell Drive.

A GRANDMOTHER with a passion 
for puzzles is inviting others to grab a 
piece of the action after being appoint¬ 
ed ‘Minister for Jigsaws’. 

Sue Riches, a retired teacher in her 
60s, has had the outlandish title be¬ 
stowed upon her by manufacturer Wen¬ 
tworth Wooden Puzzles.

Ms Riches said: “I have always be¬ 
lieved that the benefits of jigsaws are 
huge, not only for the individual, but for 
the community. 

“Completing jigsaws helps to relieve 
stress, practice mindfulness and im¬ 
prove concentration, as well as bring¬ 
ing different generations together. 

“lam very excited to take on the new 
role. Some of my friends already call 
me Mrs Jigsaw. I will have to change 
that to minister.” 

So far Piece Together has gathered 70 
members, with about 40 at sessions held 
from 2pm on fourth Tuesdays of the 
month in St Hugh’s Hall, Ruskin Road. 

About 500 puzzles have been donated 
to the club, which is set to expand to 


other groups in the community includ¬ 
ing care homes and Katharine House 
Hospice. 

Ms Riches said: “Banbury Town 
Council generously gave us a grant to 
buy ‘porta-puzzles and boards that can 
be used in communal areas. 

“We have acquired the copyright on a 
brilliant picture of Banbury Canal Day 
and are hoping to have a short run of 
puzzles made.” 

A sponsor is currently being sought 
by the club to help turn the dream of a 
Canal Day jigsaw into reality. 

Sarah Watson, marketing director 
at Wentworth, said: “We are seeing a 
huge rise in the popularity of jigsaws 
as adults search for an alternative to 
digital activities. 

“The role of the Minister for Jigsaws 
is key to the continued development of 
our jigsaw puzzles.”

TWO young men have been 
arrested on suspicion of 
grievous bodily harm after 
violence erupted in Banbury 
on Monday night.

Johnson of Force CID, based 
at Banbury police station, 
said: “We are appealing for 
anyone with information 
regarding this incident to 
come forward.” 

South Central Ambulance 
spokeswoman Michelle 
Archer said: “We were called 
at 6.10pm to Prescott Avenue 
and sent a rapid response 
vehicle and the Thames Valley 
Air Ambulance to the scene. 

“Paramedics assessed two 
patients, both with non-life- 
threatening injuries, and they 
were taken to the Horton 
General Hospital.” 

Unconfirmed reports from 
members of the public on 
Facebook suggested one of the 
men involved had been seen in 
nearby Princess Diana Park 
with a baseball bat.

Abuse charity’s founder 
wants BBC series used 
as an ‘educational tool’

PUPILS across Oxfordshire 
should be shown a hard-hitting 
television drama about child 
sexual exploitation, according 
to a charity. 

Three Girls tells the story of young 
victims in a grooming and sex traf¬ 
ficking case in Rochdale in 2012. 
Marilyn Hawes, founder of Enough 
Abuse UK, said there were many 
parallels with the Bullfinch case in 
Oxford. 

That police investigation into the 
grooming gangs led to seven men 
being jailed for raping and abusing 
six girls in the city in 2013. 

Enough Abuse UK educates par¬ 
ents, children and schools about 
spotting the signs of child abuse 
and Ms Hawes said Three Girls, 
broadcast in a three-part series on 
BBC One last month, was a repre¬ 
sentation of what she deals with 
every day. 

She said society was not doing 
enough to make children more 
aware of the dangers they face and 
added: “The only way of beating 


this is to show our children sharply 
“We think: ‘Let’s not upset the lit¬ 
tle darlings through teaching them’ 
- but they will be pretty upset when 
they fall foul of this.” 

Ms Hawes said she had signed a 
petition for the series to be used 


as a educational tool in secondary 
schools. 

Sue Croft, principal of Oxford 
Spires Academy in East Oxford, 
said she had not seen the drama but 
added: “If there is learning and les¬ 
sons and if there is anything to be 


done in school to make sure it never 
happens again, then that should 
certainly be explored. 

“It would seem like a sensible 
thing to do in the right environment 
with staff around.” 

In the wake of Operation Bull¬

finch, a serious case review into 
child sexual exploitation identified 
373 child victims who might have 
been sexually exploited across the 
county. 

The Kingfisher team, made up of 
20 staff from the police, health and 
council services, was set up to sup¬ 
port young people at risk of or who 
are being sexually exploited. 

The team said the BBC production 
was very powerful and had success¬ 
fully portrayed child sexual exploi¬ 
tation.

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City ‘has enough’ armed police

Thames Valley force is 
urging public to stay 
‘alert but not alarmed’

THE POLICE commissioner for 
the Thames Valley has said he 
is satisfied the force has enough 
armed officers on the streets of 
Oxford following the Manches¬ 
ter terror attack. 

Anthony Stansfeld said it was 
unfortunate that so many armed 
officers needed to be recruited in re¬ 
cent years, but added it was ‘clearly 
necessary’ for them to be deployed 
across the country. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
Oxford Mail yesterday, the Police 
and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
urged ‘everybody to be vigilant’ and 
to report any suspicious behaviour 
to the police. 

When asked whether he thought 
cities such as Oxford could be at 
risk of an attack, he said: “It could 
happen in any major city 

“Oxford is no more at threat than 
any other.” 

Armed police continued to patrol 
the streets of the city yesterday as 
the authorities stepped up their re¬ 
sponse after Monday’s attack at the 
Manchester Arena. 

The bomb, which was detonated 
by British-born Salman Abedi, 
killed 22 people and hurt 116. 

Abedi was born in Manchester on

New Year’s Eve 1994 to Libyan par¬ 
ents who had fled that country af¬ 
ter becoming opponents of Colonel 
Gaddafi’s regime. 

Mr Stansfeld said: “It’s a tragedy 
that some people who have sought 
and been given political asylum in 
this county seek to destroy our way 
of life, in a country that has been so 
generous and kind to them.” 

Officers carrying rifles were seen 
at Oxford Rail Station, in the city 
centre and near the Ashmolean mu¬ 
seum. 

Mr Stansfeld said there had been 
a ‘considerable uplift’ in the num¬ 
bers of armed officers and training 
of armed officers over the past two 
years to ‘meet the threat’. 

He added: “We have got enough 
armed officers. I regret it’s 


necessary to have so many armed, 
but it clearly is necessary.” 

It is understood the Thames Val¬ 
ley Police and Hampshire Con¬ 
stabulary Joint Operations Unit 
has about 270 ‘authorised firearms 
officers’. 

The commissioner said he 
strongly supported PREVENT, a 
Government counter-terrorism 
programme which aims to stop 
people being radicalised, but said 


it may have to be ‘bolstered’. He 
added: “There may be strands that 
people may not like sometime, but 
the broad thrust of it is correct.” 

Thames Valley Police said there 
was no intelligence pointing to spe¬ 
cific threats, but asked the public to 
stay ‘alert but not alarmed’. 

Deputy Chief Constable John 
Campbell said the force was taking 
‘all possible steps to keep people 
safe’. 


Yesterday, the country fell silent to 
honour the victims. 

Tomorrow afternoon, a ‘circle 
of togetherness’ will be created in 
Wantage. 

Charity champion Ray Collins 
is helping organise the solidarity 
event in the town’s market place 
at 2.22pm for two minutes and 22 
seconds, in memory of the 22 killed 
in the blast.

School has good 
rating by Ofsted

Second year in a row 
that house of learning 
has earned praise 

A SCHOOL for young people 
with autism has scooped a 
second good rating from Of¬ 
sted in the space of a year. 

LVS Oxford was roundly 
praised for having an ‘excellent 
understanding’ of individual pu¬ 
pils and treating all young people 
‘with dignity and respect’ in a so¬ 
cial care inspection report. 

The school in Begbroke, near 
Kidlington, was rated good - Of- 
sted’s second highest rating - 
overall but also picked up an out¬ 
standing rating in the ‘quality of 
care and support’ category. 

Headteacher Louisa Allison- 
Bergin said: “The residential 
Ofsted inspection is our second 
since the school opened in Sep¬ 
tember 2014. 

“It demonstrates that we have 
built on our previous Good sta¬ 
tus as the quality of care and 
support was judged by Ofsted to 
be outstanding. 

“The report highlights the fact 
that staff have an excellent un¬ 
derstanding of each young per¬ 
son’s needs and that we prepare 
them for their life after school 
through a targeted programme 
of life and social skills.” 

The school caters for young 
people aged from 11 to 19 on the 
autism spectrum. 

Pupils can attend as day pupils 
or boarders and it now offers 
flexi-boarding for families who 
require respite, allowing pu¬ 
pils to stay for one, two or three 
nights a week. 

Ms Allison-Bergin said: “This 
excellent report is a huge testa¬ 
ment to the fantastic residen-

tial team we have in place, their 
skills in helping the young peo¬ 
ple in their care to grow and pro¬ 
gress, and the seamless interac¬ 
tion with the academic team.” 

The school was inspected in 
April by a team from Ofsted, 
which said young people made 
very good progress as a result of 
the residential provision. 

The report by lead social care 
inspector Jennie Christopher 
said: “ Young people are sup¬ 
ported extremely well by staff to 
explore who they are. 

“Young people have the oppor¬ 
tunity to take part in a range of 
socially and emotionally stimu¬ 


lating activities, with plans being 
agreed weekly. 

“Activities include swimming, 
photography, arts and crafts, and 
games.” 

The report also included com¬ 
ments from parents to inspec¬ 
tors. 

One parent said: “Staff do a 
fantastic, job, often in difficult 
circumstances.” 

Another said: “He [my son] is 
learning new skills, which ben¬ 
efit him, like cooking.” 

Ofsted identified some areas 
for improvement, including en¬ 
suring all furniture was suitable 
and well-maintained. 

The watchdog also recommend¬ 
ed considering how effective the 
current format is for demonstrat¬ 
ing staff skills.

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Housing cheat 
spared jail time 


Low student intake results in 
staff job cut threat at college

FALLING student numbers are 
forcing a college chain to cut 
almost 50 staff from its Oxford¬ 
shire campuses. 

Activate Learning confirmed it 
was consulting staff on plans to 
make 69 full time positions redun¬ 
dant, after a disappointing number 
of 16-year-olds applied to study with 
it in the 2016/17 academic year. 

The low numbers mean it will re¬ 
ceive less cash for the 2017/18 year, 
due to the one year Tag’ applied 
when college funding is calculated. 

The group runs City of Oxford 
College, and Banbury and Bicester 
College - which has a campus in 
each town. The Bicester campus 
will see its opening times changed. 

Activate Learning chief executive 
Sally Dicketts said yesterday that 
she did not expect pupil numbers to 
rise again until 2019. 

She added: “This is a national is¬ 
sue but obviously we recognise it is 
an awful situation for some of those 
affected. 

“We are reducing staff numbers 
but maintaining provision because 
we believe there will be an upsurge 
again in two years time and so we 
want to be sure we can grow again. 

“At the moment applications for 


next year are looking strong, but the 
applications for this current year 
were much lower than in 2015/16. 

“That is partly because in 2015/16 
they were above what we would nor¬ 
mally expect.” 

The biggest fall in applications 
had been in creative subjects, Ms 


Dicketts said, while applications for 
some areas, such as business stud¬ 
ies, had risen. 

She added: “We think that is be¬ 
cause the Government has been 
heavily promoting STEM [science, 
technology, engineering and math¬ 
ematics] subjects and some schools 


have been cutting back on creative, 
so pupils know less about them. 

“We are not closing any creative 
subjects though because Britain is 
known for its creative industries 
and so we hope government will 
wake up to the need for funding.” 

The chief executive also said the 
falling number of students was 
largely because there were fewer 
16-year-olds coming out of the sec¬ 
ondary school system. 

This is a legacy from the fall in 
the UK birth rate during the 1990s, 
which hit a record low in 2001. 

Many children born in that period 
are currently finishing secondary 
school, but there are fewer of them 
than in previous generations. 

Professor John Howson, an Ox¬ 
fordshire county councillor and ed¬ 
ucation expert, said it was an issue 
affecting further education colleges 
across the country. 

He explained: “Like the university 
sector, they are just now at the tail 
end of this problem. It has passed 
through primary schools and is just 
now ending in secondary schools 
but there is still very much a de¬ 
cline in numbers. We need to make 
sure colleges are not decimated 
during this period because fund¬ 
ing is already a big problem. The 
Government needs to pay attention, 
particularly if it wants to put a big 
focus on its proposed T-Levels.” 


A WOMAN who rented a housing 
association property while letting 
out her own home was given a 
suspended prison sentence. 

Ella Street, of Church Street, 
Barford St Michael, near Banbury, 
admitted making a false statement 
and failing to disclose information, 
namely that she owned a property 
in Daventry which she rented out to 
paying tenants. 

Street, 31, was then able to obtain 
the housing association property at 
Dashwood Terrace, Middle Barton, 
through West Oxfordshire District 
Council. 

The charges related to a housing 
application Street made in 2014. 

She was given a 16-week custodial 
sentence suspended for 18 months 
and a supervision order at Banbury 
Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday, 
May 24, in the case brought by the 
district council. 

Street was also ordered to pay 
costs of £500 and a victim surcharge 
of £115. 

She has now been evicted from the 
housing association property.

Project praised by PM 
helps mums who have 
been out of workplace

A PROJECT praised by Prime 
Minister Theresa May for help¬ 
ing mums back into work is ap¬ 
pealing for funding or free of¬ 
fice space. 

Publicity surrounding Mrs May’s 
visit to Oxford-based TechPixies 
two weeks ago sent enquiries soar¬ 
ing by 60 per cent. 

The social enterprise supports 
mothers who have been out of the 
workplace, by teaching them digital 
skills. 

During the past 17 months, it has 
helped 19 local women. 

It is now targeting mums from 
Rose Hill, Blackbird Leys, Abing¬ 
don, Bicester, Wantage, Witney Ban¬ 
bury, Didcot, Henley and Thame, for 
courses starting this month and in 
September. 

But founder Joy Foster says the 
TechPixies team needs cash, or the 
use of free office space one day a 
week for five weeks, to help another 
100 mums. 

Mother-of-two Ms Foster, from 


East Oxford, said: “We can only 
run more courses and help mums 
return to work if we receive grant 
funding or donations via our web¬ 
site. Alternatively, if any of Oxford¬ 
shire’s business owners have office 


space they could provide one day 
a week from 10am to 2pm for five 
weeks, we would love to hear from 
them.” 

During her meeting with TechPix¬ 
ies on May 15 in an East Oxford of¬ 


fice space provided by accountancy 
firm Grant Thornton, the Prime 
Minister said: “TechPixies is a fan¬ 
tastic organisation that is helping 
women gain new skills to return to 
work and perhaps even set-up their 


own business. This is what we want 
to see more of in the future.” 

TechPixies recently raised £7,000 
through online fundraising site 
Crowdfunder. 

It smashed through its initial tar¬ 
get of £5,000 in two weeks. 

The course is designed to fit 
around nursery and school hours 
and includes a mix of practical and 
classroom-based learning. 

Candidates are paired with local 
charities and social enterprises to 
gain work experience. 

Newbury-based energy supply 
specialist FiDUS Power donated 
£2,500 to the crowdfunding appeal. 

Marketing manager and mother- 
of-two Vanessa Eadington said: 
“The owner of FiDUS has always 
been committed to flexible working 
and helping mums upskill when re¬ 
turning to work.” 

Ms Foster launched TechPixies in 
2015, after securing backing from 
the Government’s Equalities Of¬ 
fice via Better Broadband for Ox¬ 
fordshire and Oxfordshire County 
Council. 

She added: “We are also grateful to 
the Prime Minister for taking time 
out of her busy schedule to meet 
with us. 

“We had record-breaking interest 
in our courses following her visit.”

New Boy by Tracy Chevalier is

Shakespeare's tragic hero Othello 
morphs into a 1970s black school¬ 
boy in Tracy Chevallier's reworking 
of one of the Bard's most power¬ 
ful plays. The betrayed Moor of 
Venice becomes Osei, a Ghanaian 
student who joins a new, all-white 
school in Washington, DC, and has 
to navigate the petty bigotries of 
the playground. This is not the first 
time Shakespeare has been up¬ 
dated into a school-set tale - Heath 
Ledger's 10 Things I Hate About 
You, for example, was a Genera¬ 
tion Y retelling of The Taming of 
The Shrew. Chevalier's backdrop of 
primary/junior school relationships 
and the loneliness and challenges 
of the new student trying to forge 
friendships strikes a chord even 
without the additional and pivotal 
racial backdrop. But ultimately it 
struggles to convince, and some 
of the child dialogue feels pretty 
unconvincing.

Men Without Women by Haruki 
Murakami is published in hardback 
by Harvill Seeker, priced £16.99. 


Over seven progressively off-kilter 
short stories, Japanese author 
Haruki Murakami delves into the 
subject of loneliness and, in particu¬ 
lar, how it impacts on seven men. 
Among them, there's a widower 
who finds comfort in his formi¬ 
dable new driver's gear changes; 
a 30-something reflecting on a 
friendship at university and a love 
that wasn't to be; a recent divorcee 
who sets out on a new path in life; 
and a plastic surgeon who has an 
unexpected change in outlook in 
his middle age. Rooted more in 
the everyday and less in the surreal 
than his previous works, each story 
nevertheless has the same familiar 
unfamiliarity Murakami does so 
well. Bearing hallmarks of his earlier 
stories, there are references to the 
Beatles, suicide, disappearances, 
melancholic humour in unexpected 
places, and a sense the world is 
ever so slightly off balance across 
the collection. While this is familiar 
ground, Murakami still has some¬ 
thing to say. And considering he is 
approaching his 70s, he captures 
youth with particular aplomb.

This may be a first novel by US 
author Daniel Lowe but he is an 
experienced writer and it shows in 
this engrossing tale about a father 
kidnapped in Pakistan. Marc is 
restrained in his captivity and pre¬ 
vented from seeing his interrogator, 
Josephine. At first her inquiries are 
about who might pay a ransom 
for him but then she wants to 
know why he didn't go home for 
his daughter Claire's funeral after 
her killing in the US. Our journey 
winds out from there into a maze 
of narratives involving characters 
who may or may not exist. Does it 
matter any more? We never know 
or see more than hostage Marc and 
Josephine as they tell tales of Claire 
as she was, is, or might have been 
in a different future, in their differ¬ 
ent minds. While the premise may 
seem potentially hard on the emo¬ 
tions and imaginative capabilities, 
it is not a difficult read. The power 
of the book lies in Lowe's ability to 
reveal profound events in a calm 
and straightforward narrative.
